ON THE SOMME, July 23.—lIf ap- 
pearances can be taken as a cri- 
terion, the Kaiser is in excellent 
health. Reports current abroad that 
he is in ill health and broken down 
are fables, as I have had good op- 
portunity to observe today. During 
the entire war I never have seen 
him look better than he did today. 
T was one of a few civilians to at- 
tend the church where the Kaiser 
attends divine services Sundays, and 
sat near him where I had an excel- 
lent chance to study and observe. 

Kaiser Wilhelm has aged consid- 
erably; his hair has turned very 
gray. His face, While reflecting 
earnestness, is at times remarkably 
fresh and vigorous. His expression 
has become more serious, his man- 
ner more grave. Except for his 
hair he does not look older than 
his years. One receives the impres- 
sion that no one is more conscious 
of his responsibilities than is he. 

Attired in a field gray untform, he 
sat in a plain, large, wooden arm 
chair directly in front of the pul- 
pit. Behind him were two rows of 
officers from the headquarters staff 
on a small raised platform; to his 
left other officers were standing, 
and to the right were fifteen sisters. 
Of these and the several hundred 
soldiers who stood during the serv- 
ice none was a more attentive lis- 
tener than the Kaiser. Only when 
the organist started at the wrong 
moment, which caused him to 
glance in that direction, did he take 
his eyes from the little white cross 
on the black-draped pulpit. 

After the service the Kaiser stood 
under the trees by the roadside 
while the soldiers who had attended 
the service stepped by in review. He 
then talked for about twenty-five 
minutes with military representa- 
tives of the Kings of Saxony and 
Wuerttembure. I stood about fifty 
feet away. The Kaiser was describ- 
ing to them what he saw on the 
Somme front. At times his face be- 
came almost fiercely earnest; ges- 
ticulating energetically with his right 
hand, he occasionally emphasized 
words by bringing his fist down upon 
his leg. His entire attitude was one 
of great forcefulness.

BRITISH MAY DEFEAT 
EFFORTS TO FEED POLES. 


ASHINGTON, July 26.-—Great 
Britain, in grfinting condi- 
onal permission for impor- 
tation of food into Poland, has sur- 
rounded her concession with restric- 
tions which it is feared here again 
will defeat the effort being made by 
the United States to get relief sup- 
plies to the starving Polish people. 
Although acceding to the sugges- 
tion that food be permitted to pass 
through the British lines under 
guarantees that its distribution’ 
would be supervised by a neutral 
commission, the government hag 
stipulated that in return the Austro- 
German forces occupying Poland 
must not take native food from the 
territory. That stipulation has been 
the chief stumbling-block in pre- 
vioug negotiations on the subject. 
It is understood that Germany 
some time ago indicated her will- 
ingness to give such a guarantee re- 
garding native crops in the territory 
occupied by her forces, but only on 
conditli that American relief work 
be exteiyied also to Serbia and that 
the permanent German police force 
of 150,000 men in Poland be fed on 
supplies bought there regardless of 
whether such food had been brought 
in by an American commission or 
had been produced in Poland. Aus- 
tria never has made any guarantees 
regarding the territory she occupies. 
Another condition on which Great 
Britain has insisted is that Germany 
and Austria obligate themselves to 
prevent any of the relief supplies 
from being used by military forces. 
Semi-official statements by the Ger- 
man Press Bureau that Germany 
had given full guarantees to that 
effect are officially denied at the 
State Department. A search of the 
correspondence failed to disclose 
such guarantees, forma! or infor- 
mal, official or unofficial, from any 
German authority.

A STRONG POINT. 

The final clearing out of Pozteres, 
which the British considered the 
strongest point along the eight-mile 
sector where they have been driv- 
ing for the last eleven days, came 
after midnight on Tuesday, after 
three days and nights of some of the 
most desperate fighting of the war. 
The first rush of the Anzac men 
chosen for the tremendous task car- 
ried them half way through the 
village Saturday night. But from 
that time on they have been win- 
ning literally only foot by foot, each 
house, the ruins of each cellar, had 
been turned into a separate and 
powerful fortress, and from these 
the Germans had to be literally 
biasted out. Hand grenades, knives, 
occasionally the bayonet, were about 
the only arms that could be used. 
But finally, last night, the remnants 
of the Australian force cume to the 
outskirts of the town and were able 
to look down into the valley below, 
where the German communication 
trenches are, and to see in the dis- 
tance the lights of Bapaume. 

A German counter-attack is ex- 
pected at any moment. The Ger- 
mans have shown how valuable they 
regard the ruins. Three times dur- 
ing the three days’ vicious counter- 
attacks 
the Anzac men, and they have had 
to defend themselves desperately 
before going back to their slow mur- 
derous, clean-up work. The reports 
from Berlin of the preparations for 
a German offerrsive are taken seri- 
ously here, and supported by the re- 
ports of British officers. If Ger- 
many cannot hold here—if she can- 
not regain the lost ground, then it 
will be certain that in time her re- 
sources will be worn through. To 
fail to attempt to expel the Anzacs, 
the strategists say would be an ad- 
mission of defeat, 
CONVICTION. 

The millitary critics are convinced 
that no defenses so strong as those 
the British are now successfully at- 


and that the advance from the crest 
of Albert ridge into Bapaume will 
be comparatively easy. If this were 
not the case, they argue, the Ger- 
mans would not have abandoned the 
Verdun attack to bring troops to 
defend the crest of the ridge as 
desperately. They are already be- 
ginning to figure whether the Ger- 
mans can withdraw in full force and 
without disorder from the lines 
they may soon have to vacate to the 
north.

ERMANS ADMIT 
GAIN OF BRITISH. 


ESTABLISHED IN POZIERES, 
SAYS STATEMENT.

Hindenburg Nearly Breaks 
Through Russian Lines at Kem- 
mern, but is Compelled to Re- 
treat—Artillery Fighting is Re- 
ported in Thiaumont Wood. 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 

BERLIN (via London) July 26.— 
British troops have established 
themselves in the town of Pozieres, 
says the official statement issued to- 
day by the German army headquar- 
terg staff. 

The German forces under Field 
Marshal Von Hindenburg attacked 


the Russian lines near Kemmern, 
twenty miles west of Riga, and near- 
ly succeeded in penetrating the Rus- 
sian front line, the War Office an- 
nounced today, but finally were com- 
pelled to retreat by the concentra- 
tion of the Russian fire. 

Further to the east of Foureaux 
wood and near Longueval, minor 
British attacks were repulsed. At- 
tempted attacks on Trones wood 
were observed, the statement adds, 
and frustrated by German fire. 

The official statement regarding 
operations on the western front says: 

“On the Comines-Ypres Canal a 
large British bastion was destroyed 
with its occupants by the explosion 
of a German mine. 

“The British have established 
themselves in Pozieres. Further east, 
minor enemy attacks on Foureaux 
wood and near Longueval were re- 
pulsed. Attempted attacks on 
Trones wood were observed and 
frustrated by our fire. 

“South of the Somme, southwest 
of La Maisonette farm on the night 
of July 25 we held the ground won 
against French attempts to recap- 
ture it. Lively hand grenade fight- 
ing occurred south of Estrees yes- 
terday. 

“French occupied the crater made 
by the explosion of one of their 
mines on La Fille Morte height in 
the Argonne, but were immediately 
driven out by a German counter 
mine. 

“On the left bank of the Meuse we 
made a little progress on Hill 304. 

“On the right bank of the river 
there was artillery fighting during 
the night in the Thiaumont wood. 

“Two enemy aeroplanes were 
brought down within our lines north 
of the Somme by infantry and ma- 
chine gun fire. One aeroplane, aft- 
er an aerial battle, fell to earth in a 
burning condition near Luneville. On 
Monday a French biplane was shot 
down in the direction of Fort Sou- 
ville by a direct hit from our anti- 
aircraft guns.” 


NEW MEXICO Ol. 
LANDS ARE LEASED.

SANTA FE (N. M.) July 26.—By 
the terms of a contract.signed up to- 
day with the State Land Commis- 
sioner, the New Mexico Petroleum 
and Gas Development Company 
leases 560,000 acres of State land in 
Chaves, Torrance, San Miguel, Lin- 
coln and Santa Fe counties for oll 
exploration purposes.

INDICTMENT IMMINENT. 


This afternoon members of the 
county grand jury learned that to- 
night they probably would be asked 
to return an indictment against this, 
the latest and most important of all 
the bomb suspects. Evidence, they 
heard, was being accumulated per- 
sonally by Dist.-Atty. Charles M. 
Fickert and Chief of Police David A. 
White. 

Working on the case astealthily, 
the police did not expect that their 
coup would become known, but it 
did, and excitement about the Hall 
of Justice was tense. 

Not only in San Francisco, but in 
various cities of California tonight 
the record of Billings, alias Thomas 
Harris, alias Henry Wall, was -be- 
ing picked up bit by bit. 

Thrice Billings has been arrested, 
once for assault to commit murder, 
the charge later being dismissed; a 
second time for carrying explosives 
on a Sacramento street car, for 
which he was sentenced to two years 
in Folsom prison; a third time, a 
few months ago in Sacramento, for 
vegrancy, sentence being suspended. 

Dist.-Atty. Fickert, Police Sergeant 
Charles Goff and Police Sergeant 
Stephen Bunner led the detail of 
detectives that went to the hospital 
immediately after Billings had en- 
tered and posted themselves so as 
to guard every avenue of escape. 

As Billings stepped out of the door 


offered no resistance, but accom- 
ranied his captors, it is said, not 
only willingly, but even with a show 
of cheerfulness. 

This was shortly before noon. The 
records at police headquarters to- 
night did not Show that the prison- 
er had been booked. 

Investigation of the recent move- 
ment of Billings disclosed the fact 
that from May 5 to June 30 he was 
employed as machinist’s helper in 
the repair shop of the local Cadillac 
= car agency, conducted by Don 


A photograph of Billings, ken 
at Folsom prison in 1913, was shown 
Newton G. Potter, manager, and 
Paul Hansen, mechanic, of the San 
Francisco Brazing and Welding 
Werks, at No. 121 Beale street 
They failed to identify Billings as 
either of the two men who, they 
say, obtained from them three 
months ago a piece of pipe, capped 
at both ends, which is believed by 
the police to have contained the ex- 
Plosive that killed and maimed last 
Saturday. 

Significance is attached to the 
identification of Billings's photo- 
graph tonight by 8. M. Davidson, an 
optician employed in the jewelry 
store of N. L. Hansen, at No. 2436 
Mission street, as that of the man 
to whom he sold an alarm clock 
three weeks ago. This store is but 
a few doors from the house where 
Billings roomed. 


BLEW UP POWER TOWERS? 


The United Railroads officials are 
confident that in the Lane Hospital 
arrest the police have in custedy a 
member of the group of destruction- 
ists who dynamited the three big 
steel power line towers near the top! 
of San Bruno Mountain, in San Ma- 
teo county, on the night 
12. These towers belong to the 
Sierra and San Francisco Power 
Company. which supplies the United 
Railways with electric energy for 
the propulsion of its cars. 

Crowding in interest the arrest of 
Billings as one of the suspected 
plotters of the bomb outrage came 
the discovery of the place where the 
bomb was made. 

Four hours before Billings was 
seized at Lane Hespital, Newton G. 
Potter, proprietor of the San Fran- 
cisco Brazing Works, visited Capt. 
Matheson’s bureau to describe two 
men, who, three months ago, asked 
him to make a metal case similar 
to the bomb used last Saturday. 

The house at No. 2410 Mission 
street, where the police today ar- 
rested Mrs. B. Lavin in connection 
with the bomb outrage, has a dark 
and sinister history, in which love. 
hate, jealousy, intrigue, murder and 
Suicide all have played a part. 

Long before the commission of 
Saturday’s hideous crime the house 
had borne an evil reputation and, in 
addition to the blood which actually 
was spilled within its confines, there 
is more than a strong suspicion that 
if these walls could speak they could 
lay bare some of the foul history 
which was only partly disclosed at 
the trial of the men who dynamited 
The Times Building in Los Angeles 
nearly six years ago. : 

And, if to further prove that truth 
is sometimes stranger than fiction, 
the woman who was arrested at No. 
2410 Mission street today is the same 
woman who was arrested at the same 
address five years ago in connection 
with the Los Angeles Times dyna- 
miting, and two years prior to that 
time had stood in the same house 
and watched her husband murder a 
man and then cut his own throat, 
falling dead at her feet. The double 
homicide was due to the husband's 
jealousy at the attentions paid her 
by the man whom he first harbored 
in his home and then killed. 

Before the Los Angeles Times 
bomb outrage Mrs. Lavin was the 
wife of George Lavin, a furniture 
Together they lived at 
the house at No. 2410 Mission street. 
But early in 1908 they took in a 
boarder, J. F. Sarman, a bartender 
employed in a near-by saloon. 

Soon after this Lavin suspected 
that Sarman and his wife were un- 
duly familiar and, after a violent 
quarrel, he shot and killed his board- 
er and then cut his own throat from 
ear to ear. This was done in the 
presence of Mrs. Lavin. 

Following this tragedy the young 
widow continued to live in the house 
and less than two years ago she and 
her home again figured in sordid his- 
tory through her arrest and that of 
Matthew A. Schmidt, who later was 
convicted of complicity in the Los 
Angeles dynamite outrages. 

At that time Mrs. Lavin was taken 
to Los Angeles, but she maintained 
a bold front in spite of police ques- 
tionings. While she admitted that 
she was interested im Socialism and 
anarchy, she denied that she knew 
anything of Schmidt's activities in 
connection with The Times plot.

PROVES FAILURE 


Attempt to Rule Housewives 
Given up in Denver. 


Big Legacy of Debt. | 


San Francisco Waiters Vote 
in Favor of Strike. 


[BY WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

DENVER, July 26.—The Domes- 
tic Servants’ Union, which was 
brought into being’ by Miss Jane 
Street March 26 for the purpose of 
forcing shorter hours and better pay 
for housemaids, has, in the language 
of one of its promoters, “blown up.” 
Today a sad-eyed, discouraged man 
made a tour of the office buildings 
of the city, asking contributions of 
money to be used in wiping out 
debts incurred by organizers of Den- 
ver housemaids. 

“We owe a great deal of money, 


and the organization blows up un- 
come to the 
rescue, he said, and later admitted | 


less its sympathizers 


that “the union has failed to catch 
on.“ 


When Jane Street came to Denver 


last March’ and sent out a call, To 


all oppressed housemaids,” the re-!“ 


sponse was beyond her fondest anti- 
cipations. The first meeting, held be- 
hind closed doors in a room of the 
Chai.es Block, resulted in about 300 
women and girls signing their names 
to the membership list and paying 
membership fees of $1 and making 
donations of sums from $2 to $5 to 
the treasury. 

The morning of March 27 a large 
number of housekeepers were given 
notice by their maids that unless 
wages were increased, hours de- 
creased and living quarters made 
more attractive mistress and house 
would be boycotted and posted with 
the Housemaid’s Union. A system 
to train housewives by various forms 
of sabotage was also devised. Many 
of the recruits to Miss Street's or- 
ganization left their places without 
the formality of a notice, and the 
servant problem has been growing 
more and more serious as the 
months rolled on, and mistresses re- 
fused to employ girls who were 
members of the union. Now the 
union has blown up, the money sub- 
scribed has gone as far as money 
will go, and debte have piled moun- 


tain high, according to the sad-eyed 


collecting agent. 


WAITERS VOTE STRIKE. 
(BY A F. DAY WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 26.— 
Members of the San Francisco local 
of the cooks’, waiters’, waitresses’ 
and cooks’ helpers’ unions voted late 
last night to go on strike unless they 
are granted an eight-hour working 
day by the San Francisco Restaurant 
Men's Association. The vote was 
carried, it was announced today, by

CHIHUAHUA (Mex.) July 26.— 
Villa, with about thirty men, is in 
the Canyon de las Huertas, near El 
Paso de Penoles, Durango, accord- 
ing to dispatches from Gen, Ramos, 
sent by courier to Mapami and tele- 
sraphed to Gen. Trevino today. 
Calixto Contreras, his chief lieu- 
tenant, whose death recently was 
reported from Mexico City, deserted 
immediately after the Parral fight 
and made his way southeast with 
one-half of the men who attacked 
that city, according to the dis- 
patches, 

Tt was reported that Villistas are 
scattered through the foothills of the 
Sierras in small bands. Alejandro 
was said to be in the Canyon de las 


in the Parral attacks. Nicolas Her- 
nandez, who attempted to reach 
Hacienda Hermanas in an effort to 
locate buried ammunition, was met 
and repulsed by the government 
troops a day’s march from his ob- 
lective, the dispatches said. 
MAY RECONCENTRATE. 

Gen. Matias Ramos, commanding 
the Carranza troops in the cam- 
paign, has determined, according to 
reports, that Villa planned to re- 
concentrate his scattered command 
at San Pedro de Galle and to at- 
tack Mapami. 

For this purpose 100 men under 
the leadership of Padilla, struck off 
north of Penoles toward Escalon, 
wit orders to burn bridges both 
north and south of that point, that 
additional government troops might 
not be brought south while Villa 
marched on Mapami. The de facto 
troops, however, were too strong and 
he was obliged to turn back.

Gen. Ramos's dispatches, that his 
troops are well fortified and pre-

26.—-The big floating cannery 

which has been in operation in 
San Diego waters for ten days for the 
Van Camp Tuna Packing Company, 
which operates a large plant here, 
is proving itself to be one of the 
most successful innovations made in 
the development of the growing 
tuna-packing industry. 

In discussing the operations of the 
cannery today, Frank Van Camp, 
general manager of the Van Camp 
company, stated that although the 
heavy runs of the season have not 
yet opened, the floating factory has 
proved itself beyond a doubt to be 
@ great success. 

At the present time the doating 
connery is being operated off Point 
Loma; near San Diego, and is put- 
ting out an average of thirty tons 
a day, while its capacity is rated at 
forty tons.

STRIKES BIG MOLYBDENUM 


AND ALUMINUM LEDGE. 


{LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE] 


ZUSA, July 26. — Following 
close on the big strike in the 
San Gabriel Canyon of a large 
molybdenite ledge, comes a report 
that a large area rich in aluminum 
ore has been discovered. H. W. 
Muhleisen and George G. Potts, who 
located the molybdenum ledge, have 
also made this last discovery. 

The ledge lies on the west side of 
Mt. Islip and but a few miles from 
Coldbrook Camp, crossing a trail at 
one place only a mile and a half 
from the camp. 

Assays made by a San Bernardino 
firm show the ore to carry 14 per 
cent. aluminum and a large per- 
centage of potash and borax. The 
deposit has been traced for a 
stretch of three miles and has been 
tramped over by miners for the past 
fifty years, who were only intent on 
finding gold or silver ore.

TREMENDOUS CLOUDBURST IS 
REPORTED AT NOGALES. 


NOGALES (Arts.) July 26.—One 
man was quite seriously injured and 
probably twenty painfully stunned at 
6 o’clock tonight as the result of one 
of the most terrific lightning storms 


and cloudbursts in the late history 


of Arizona. Quartermaster Sergeant 
A. & Riggens of Co. C, Los Angeles, 
Was shocked so seriously that it was 
found necessary to remove him to 
the hospital, His rubber coat was 
torn completely from him. John A.

to become a raging torrent. In a 
few minutes the stream was com- 
pletely out of its banks and the of- 
Moers“ quarters and supply tents 
which line the stream had to be 
removed farther up the hillside.

ACTION FOLLOWS DENIAD OF 
MOTION FOR RETRIAL. 


Serving Sentence of Six Years in 
Penitentiary for Perjury, John R. 
McLeod is Stricken form Koll 
of Officers of the Courts of 
California. 


The final chapter in the local his- 


tory of John R. McLeod, former Los 
Angeles attorney and real estate 
dealer, now serving a six-year term 
in Folsom for perjury, was written 
yesterday afternoon, when the Dis- 
trict Court of Appeal disbarred the 
lawyer from practice in this State. 
The action followed a decision of 
the Appellate Court refusing Mc- 
Leod a retrial. | 

As far back as April, 1914, the 
combination attorney and real estate 
man began to receive unfavorable 
attention 
ney's office. During that month Mrs. 
K. Auguste Schmidt, proprietor of 
an apartment hotel at No. 2004 East 
Seventh street, complained she had 
been manipulate. out of a $10,000 
ranch by McLeod. A complaint was 
issued and the case given a hearing 
before Justice of the Peace Summer- 
field. McLeod was bound over to the 
Superior Court. At his trial. how- 
ever, his attorney, the late G. Ray 
Horton, had the case dismissed, be- 
cause of a technical defect in the in- 
formation. | 
For almost six months McLeod 
kept out of trouble. Then he again 
came before the public, as defend- 
ant in a perjury charge. He was ac- 
cused of having denied, in a civil 
suit instituted by a former client. 
ever receiving any money for this 
client from a debtor. It was later 
proved he had received $1500 of his 
client’s money and diverted it to his 
own uses. He was convicted and sen- 
tenced to six years in Folsom. 
For many months he rested in 
the County Jail, as a star boarder. 
while his attorneys fought out the 
case in the Appellate Court. When 
the final decision went against him 
he resigned to his fate, and on June 
26 last was taken from the County 
Jail to the penitentiary.

Justice Bennett was a member of 
a posse that surrounded the ranch- 
house where Mason had barricaded 
himself and defied the attack of 
| twenty-five ranchers who tried to 
capture him, following the killing of 
Mr. Curtis. 

Far three hours on the day of the 
shooting the ranchers kept up an in- 
cessant volley from their shotguns 
and revolvers, and riddied the ranch- 
house with bullets before they set it 
on fire. After the siege Constable 
Fred Price and Eli Muns entere 
the house and found Mason’s dead 
body on the floor with a bullet hole 
in his stomach. 

Mason lived at the Kent ranch for 
two months last winter, When he 
first appeared there he told Kent he 
was interested in agricultural lands 
and that he had come west to pur- 
chase property and engage in farm- 
ing. 
At first Mr. Kent aud his wife 
believed Mason, but subsequently the 
latter’s peculiar actions led them to 
suspect that he had misrepresented 
his case to them. Mre. Kent was 
visiting her son in Pasadena on the 
day of the tragedy. : 

Mason was buried two days after 
the shooting in a cemetery in Lan- 
caster. Although his identity was not 
established by the county authorit- 
ties. it was believed he had lived in 
various cities and towns in this, State 
under assumed names. 

County Counsel Hill declared yes- 
terday that Justice Bennett's case 
asking for damages for his inſuries 
would establish the lability of the 
county in similar cases ani would 
cause endless litigation.

The plaintiffs were the owners of 
real property within the boundaries 
of La Mesa, a city of the sixth class, 
in San Diego county, and the irriga- 
tion district was created, March 31, 
1897. The origin of the municipality 
antedated the formation of the irri- 
gation district, and it was alleged in 
the complaint that the city of La 
Mesa never consented to the estab- 
lishment of a district or the erection 

of water works. There was no con- 
tract between the city and the dis- 
trict for the supply of water for the 
city, it was asserted. 
property of the plaintiff cor- 
poration was assessed by the de- 
fendant, and the assessment being 


sold and struck off to the district. 
The plaintifis asked for a judgment 
canceling the assessment. 

The sole question was whether or 
not, under the present provisions of 
the Constitution of California, a 
municipality might be Included with- 
in the boundaries of an irrigation dis- 


trict purposes. 

The Supreme Court held that the 
autonomy of the defendant com- 
pany was not destroyed or even im- 
paired by the circumstance that the 
Constitution granted, the privilege of 
building and operating a water 
works establishment to the city in 
which the appellant's lands are lo- 
cated. Therefore the assessment 
was legal, the court held, and the 
sale of the property as delinquent 
Was a proper remedy under the cir- 
cumstances. 


Ellen J. Petterson, a resident of 
Oakland and a subject of Sweden, 
filed an action in the United States 
District Court yesterday 
Walter 8.

HE JOHNSON-STEPHENS DEAL. 
Looked at in the cold light of reason 


; ‘was there ever a transaction in politics that 


approached in human impudence the com- 
bination of Johnson and Stephens to make 
of the Senatorship and Governorship of this 
great State a shuttlecock to be tossed be- 
tween the battiedores of their office-seeking 
rapacity? 

The inefficiency of Stephens and the mal- 
efficiency of Johnson have been abundantly 
demonstrated at Washington by the one, 
and at Sacramento by the other. Stephens's 
desertion of his post at Washington to enter 
into this unholy combination will probably 
not seriously endanger the interests of Los 
Angeles, for we might as well be repre 
sented by a vacancy as by him.

AN FRANCISCO'S CRISIS. 

Cowering before the righteons indig- 
nation of a thoroughly aroused populace, 
the professional pacifists and the labor 
union agitators of San Francisco are 
vying with one another in professing their 
loyalty to the government and their pained 
surprise that any group of men should have 
pushed opposition to law and order to the 
extent of exploding deadly bombs in a pre- 
paredness parade, making the streets red 
with human blood. 7 

Protesting that bomb throwing was not a 
part of their strike propaganda, the labor 


| union bosses met Tuesday and called off 


the longshoremen’s strike with its att€énd- 
ant reign of lawlessness that for the last 
month had terrorized the water front of 
San Francisco. Somewhere along the water 
front independent workingmen were bru- 
tally assaulted every day while the strike 
order was in effect. On Monday a citizen's 
committee of 100 was appointed by the San 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce to assist 
the police in the suppression of lawlessness, 
and Tuesday the strike was called off. 
When the reign of terror ended the strike 
ended; the connection is too obvious for 
further comment. 

Meanwhile the professional pacifists and 
the union labor bosses are crying out 
against the “foreign anarchists” who mo- 
lested none of the preparedness parades in 
the Bast but struck only in San Francisco. 
This assertion is indignantly denied by the 
anarchistic societies who declare that 
Saturday's outrage was purely a San Fran- 
ciseo affair. We have not forgotten that 
when the Los Angeles Times Building was 
turned into a holocaust the same voices 


that are now crying “foreign anarchists” 


were laying the blame on Mexican revolu- 
tionists. | 

Outrages against society, like disasters 
due to natural causes, carry with them their 
Own lessons. Thousands who had been 
lulled into a tacit support of peace propa- 
ganda have had a violent but salutary awak- 
ening. They have suddenly discovered 
that they have permitted themselves to be 
used as a cloak to screen the flendish oper- 
ations of the most dangerous enemies of 
human progress. They have discovered 
that the union labor opposition to prepared- 
ness was actuated not by a desire for peace 
but for Heense. The awakening has also 
been salutary for the maudlin sentimental- 
ists, fay those who believed that all crime 
is the result of some mental defect and that 
#reat criminals should be petted and cod- 
died like sick children in place of being 
hunted like human beasts. These have 
learned that condoning crime simply multt- 
plies criminals, they are beginning to dis- 
criminate between mental perversity and 
mental weakness, and they are learning the 
inflexible lesson that a class which prefers 
criminal leisure to honest toil must be erad- 
icated as relentlessly as weeds are up 
rooted on a lawn. No civilization can long 
endure where criminals are coddled and 
honest labor oppressed. : 

From facts already ascertained it would 
seem that a vigorous grand jury investi- 
gation might result in indictments for crim- 
inal negligence against the Chief of Police 
of San Francisco and against the Sheriff 
of San Francisco city and county. Both ad- 
mit having received anonymous warnings 
that bombs would be exploded along the 
line of march, yet the Sheriff gave his depu- 
ties their customary Saturday afternoon off 
and the Chief of Police spent the afternoon 


on the golf links in place of riding, as did 


every other chief of police across the coun- 
try, at the head of the parade. Each of these 
considered it the part of political wisdom 
not to rouse the resentment of the labor 
union bosses by appearing in the parade, al- 
though it was notorious that at that very 
hour the city was at the same time actu- 
ally under the domination of a vicious and 
criminal minority. What shall be said of 
city and county officials so ‘weak and cow- 
ardly as to quail before walking delegates 
and their infamous threats? Emma Goldman 
held her customary meeting in the Mission 
Saturday night after the outrage, undis- 
turbed by the police. That labor union per- 
secution of those who take part in a pre- 
paredness movement continues is evidenced 
by the following extract from the union 
labor column in Fremont Older’s San Fran- 
cisco Bulletin of Tuesday afternoon: 

The Executive Committee of the 
Bakers’ Union has recommended that 
Paul Weber be expelled from the union 
for having joined the State militia, 
which is a violation of the constitution 
of the Bakers’ Union. | 
Certainly there is work here for the Fed- 

eral government; a society operatine under 
such a constitution should be suppressed 
as inimical to the welfare of the republic. 
The great majority of the people of San 
Francisco are law-abiding and should insist 
upon the protection to which they are en- 
titled at the hands of Federal, State and 
local authorities. San Francisco can de- 
clare herself free and independent, throw 
off the yoke of industrial despotism, whose 
galling weight has so long-borne ber down, 
and begin a new and glorious era of life in 
the domain of independent industry, com- 
mercial supremacy and political freedom, if 
she only will, and if her citizens and offi- 
cials will only rise up to the lofty height of 
declaring boldly that they will be free, ond 
will fight for that freedom guaranteed by 
the Constitution and the law. Yes, if the 
50,000 San Franciscans who marched in 


the preparedness parade were brave and 


resolute enough to form in solid phalanx 
against labor union despotism, the battle 
would be won. | 


E REPUBLICAN CONFERENCE. 
Chairman Keesling of the Republican 
State Central Committee has acted wisely 
in calling a State-wide conference of Re- 
publican State and County Central Com- 
mitteemen for the purpose of clarifying the 
Senatorial situation. This conference will 
meet in San Francisco on Saturday; it will 
consider the claims of the two Republican 
candidates, and of the Progressive candidate 
who is seeking Republican indorsement.

TAND FAST, STAND FIRM! 

Los Angeles has been the home of the 
open shop for many years. The city in all 
its interests and industries has prospered 
by maintaining this just and righteous pol- 
icy up to the present time. It is the only 
way for industry to prosper in any city, and 
any prosperity we achieve in the future 
must be based on the same fundamental 
| principle. 

The whole west coast of the United States 
from the Straits of Fuca to the Silver Gate 
of San Diego has been for a couple of 
months in a turmoil of rioting and disturb- 
ance on account of strikes at every harbor ' 
by the stevedores and longshoremen en- 
gaged in loading and discharging vessels. 


| The virulence and lack of necessity for this 


strike have led every community to at least 
an attempt at establishing the open-shop 
principle in all its industries. San Francisco, 
which for years has suffered untold difficul- 
ties at the hands of unionite monopoly, has 
at last, like the worm, turned, and it looks 
as if the open shop principle would be es- 


tablished even there. 

Los Angeles for many years has. waged 
a valiant war for a free harbor. With the 
other communities alang the coast, our port 
has suffered from the striking wharf rats 
who have attempted to tie up so many ig- 
dustries in refusing: to handle cargoes in 
and out on merchant vessels. It is difficult 
for the rioters to gain headway here, first 
because we have a number of harbors where 
ships can land, and secondly because of the 
determination of the business men of this 
community not to be bulldozed and tyran- 
nized over by these lawless hordes of strik- 
ers bent on violencé and unrestrained by 
law. 

The unionites are now repentant and sor- 
rowful as they turn their pockets inside out 
in a vain attempt to find a nickel to navi- 
gate a schooner acrong the bar, or as they 
gaze into an empty dinner pail where there 
is not a crumb to stay the agonies of an 
empty stomach calling aloud for help.

If this concession should be made, 
then the employers at the harbor would be 
burning their bridges behind them and put- 
ting themselves in a position to be held up 
again, and the next time successfully, by the 
union monopolists who claim that they 
alone have a right to earn a living.

[Cleveland Plain Dealer: The 
total strength of the troops of the 
United States in service in 1812 
was about 65,000. Of this number 
15,000 were classified as regulars. | 
At the restoration of peace the 
regular army consisted of 9980 men, 
and this number did not change 
materially until the breaking out of 
the Mexican war in 1846, when 
there were 17,812 men enrolled. | 
All the volunteers taken together 
during the Mexican war numbered 
73.532. Ot the regulars and ma- 
rines there were 31,024. 
During this strange struggle 
army of less than 6000 Am 
forced their way into the Mexican 
capital, and an army of less that 
5000 volunteers, supported by a few 
regulars, overthrew a Mexican army 
of four times the invaders’ strength. 
In 1861, at the beginning of the 
Civil War, the regular army num 
-bered 16,267, scattered from the At 
lantic to the Pacific. On April 1 
Fort Sumter was fired on. On Ap 
15 President Lincoln called for 75, 
000 volunteers for the defense 
the nation.

Never in the history of nations 
has an appeal of this character m 
with a swifter response.

Brussiloff at the Germanic powers 
all the way from Volhynia to the 
Rumanian border have confronted 
Germany with the prospect of hav- 
ing to fight a rejuvenated and greatly 
reinforced enemy on her eastern bor- 
ders, practically without effective 
help from Austria, 

One of the immediate military re- 
sults of the Russian offensive was 
the halting of the Austrian advance 
into Italy and the reversal of parts 
in the Italian region of operations, 
with Austria now on the defensive 
and Italy pressing an aggressive at- 
tempt to force a decision against her 
former ally. 

So far as the Austrian theaters of 
events are concerned the strategic 
devised ‘by the Paris confer- 
ence of the Entente war chiefs for 
a co-ordinated campaign to end the 
war with a decisive defeat for the 
central powers have been justified to 
a notable extent by achievements. 

Even in the Riga-Volhynian end 
of the line, where at the beginning 
of the Russian offensive the Rus 
sians did not appear to be achiev- 
ing marked results, the Germans are 
being subjected to préssure which 
may exert decisive effects upon the 
fortunes of war on the eastern front 
as a whole. 

No sooner Was the Franco-British 
offensive well under way than a 
weakening of the German resistance 
in the east became perceptible in 
the reading of the official bulletins 
from both Petrograd and -

Germany realizes that Great Brit- 
ain is af last in the field with some- 
thing life her full strength in men 
and munitions. The decided improve- 
ment in the munitions situation 
among all the other members of the 
Quadruple Entente is indicated by 
the astonishing artillery operations 
of the Russians; by the augmenta- 
tion of the Italian forces owing to 
the increase in artillery supplies; by 
the apparently tireless and iInexhaus- 
tible artillery activities of the French 
forces. 

And there are unmistakable indi- 
cations, too, that the last link in 
the general offetisive by the Entente 
powers will soon be closed by an 
attempt to strike at Bulgaria and the 
Austro-German forces from Salonika, 
where a Franco-British-Serbian force 
estimated at about 500,000 or 600,000 
men has been transported, organized 
and equipped since the allied retreat 
before the Bulgariana last autumn. 

In this region the allies of the 
Entente are now opposed principally 
by a Bulgarian army of not more 

300,000 men. To Bulgaria; ow- 
ing to the increasing pressure in 
Russia and in France, has been in- 
trusted by Germany the task of 
ruarding the “bridge” between Ber- 
* and Constantinople. The break- 
ing down of this “bridge” would cut 
off Turkey from her base of supplies 
in Germany and would simplify 
greatly the Russian military problem 
in Asia Minor. 

All these possibilities, grave 
enough to appall the greatest mili- 
tary power in the world, have, been 
taken inta account by Germany in 
her preparations to meet the hazards 
of the near future. The Germans are 
counting upon the failure of the Rus- 
sian offensive, and then upon the 
checking of the British-French ad- 
vance, Either of these events would 
change the .complexion of things 
along the entire battle line of Eu. 
rope. The realization of both of 
them would make good Germany's

“PREPAREDNESS.”

“Peace at Any Price” Sentiment 
is Unmercifully Flayed by Speak- 
er, Who Declares it is Essential 
that Men Should Have Training 
and Equipment. 


Members of Co. B, First Reserve 
Rifles of Los Angeles, were tendered 
a banquet last night at the Clark 
by Capt. James Irvine, company 
commander. It was attended by 
almost every member of the com- 
pany. 

Judge Wilbur was the principal 
speaker and in a snappy address on 
“Preparedness” unmercifully flayed 
the “peace at any price“ idea. 

“Peace and brotherly love,” he 


said. “are ardently admired and de- 
sired by everyone. But in our en- 
thusiasm for the ideal we must not 
forget the existent. Armenia, be- 
cause of peaceful ideals which found 
expression in almost complete dis- 
armament, is a vivid object lesson 
on unpreparedness, 

“When the lust of war seized Eu- 
rope, almost 2,000,000 Armenian 
women and children, stalwart men 
and aged grandfathers, were mas- 
sacred within the span of a few 
weeks. Not more than a few hun- 
dred died in the armed defense of 
their homes. 

“We do not know today if the 
United States is going to escape war. 
and yet there are those who con- 
demn you mefi for giving a portion 
of your time to become real assets 
of the nation. It is essential that 
men should have training to become 
soldiers. 

“Engiand did not have the trained 
men in time. It has taken her two 
years to get ready. During that time 
it has cost her billions of dollars 
and the lives of hundreds of thous- 
ands of her finest men. In our na- 
tional life we cannot afford to re- 
ject the lesson. 

“It takes equipment, men trained 
and officered, and long preparation 
to withstand and defeat the attack 
of a modern enemy. Until we can 
solve the problem otherwize, the bul- 
wark of the nation lies in men who, 
like yourselves, face the proposition 
bravely resolved to know how to do 
your share, come what may.” 

The local rifle battalion, which has 
recently Become affiliated with the 
National Rifle Association of Amer- 
ica, is commanded by Maj. James 
L. Irwin. There are about 200 men 
and officers enrolled at present. Mal. 
Irwin left for the East yesterday to 
Inspect uniforms and hurrv along 
the consignment of rifles which have 
been promised by the War Depart- 
ment. 

Weekly drills are held and as 
soon as the rifles arrive it is planned 
to secure a permanent drill site. Of- 
ficers of the battalion state the local 
organizations will have an annual 
target practice and be conducted 
along lines similar to the widely-re- 
nowned Washington Grays and the 
Richmend Rifles.

Ot the number killed, 397 were 
males and 124 females. Lack of 
caution in approaching railway 
crossings, both of steam ‘and of 
electric lines, by drivers of automo- 
biles, resulted in death of 211 per- 
sons. Seventeen deaths, he stated, 
were due to negligence on the part 
of pedestrians; eighty-one due to 
the dangerous approach of the cross- 
ings themselves; twenty-five to me- 
chanical defects in crossings; sixteen 
to carelessness of railroad employees; 
forty-four to attempts at boarding 
or alighting from moving trains; 
thirty-one to carelessness of chil- 
dren playing about the crossings, and 
fourteen to congestion of traffic.

They simply illustrate the Jesperate 
straits to which the Governor's 
henchmen are driven. 
CONFERENCE SATURDAY. 
Interest in the Republican Sena- 
torial campaign now enters about 
the State-wide conference of Repub- 
lican State and county central com- 
mittees which will be held in the 
Palace Hotel here Saturday after- 
noon. The conference has received 
the almost unanimous approval of 
the Republican press; the only dis- 
senters are the Progressive papers 
controlled by the State machine. 
Present indications are that there 
will be a greater representation from 
the central and southern parts of 
the State than that at the Febru- 


ary conference, which put the 
quietus on the United-Republican 
ticket. 


Working jointly with the Repub- 
lican State Central Committee is the 
woman's auxiliary to that commit- 
tee.

The new system of accounts for 
the City Auditor was dev by H. 

Payne of the efficiency’ depart- 
ment, an expert accountant, former- 
ly in the accounting department of 
one of the largest mercantile insti- 
tutiong of the United States. In 
brief, the new system substitutes a 
“revenue and expense” system for 
the old system of “cash” accounts, 
and under the new system the reve-, 
nues and Hlabilities of the ‘city will 
be shown for the first time in the 
history of the municipality. Ulti- 
mately, under the new system, a 
complete record of job“ costs will 
be available, and for the first time 
the city may have a knowledge of 
“unit costs“ in all its activities, At 
the same time, monthly financial 
statements will be avallable and the 
establishing of a general fund will 
eliminate a large amount of unneces- 
sary detail in the Auditor's and 
Treasurer's offices. Certain techni- 
calities raised by City Treasurer 
Powell will be obviated by the reso- 
lution to be considered by the Coun- 
cil today. Councilmen Betkouski 
and Wright, who are unalterably op- 
posed to any suggestions advanced 
by the efficiency department, and 
who said Tuesday that they would 
oppose the resolution, reconsidered 
their position yesterday and voted 
to recommend its adoption. At the 
same time, City Treasurer Powell, 
who has heretofore sought to ques- 
tion the advisability of adopting the 
new system, urged the Council to 
adopt the resolution. 

City Auditor Myers, who has also 
sought to throw impediments in the 
way of adoption of the new system, 
also came out yesterday and advo- 
cated the new resolution and so far 
as was evident at the conference 
with the Council Finance Commit- 
tee, Mr. Myers has given up hopes 
of blocking the change by indirect 
methods. City Attorney Stephens 
and his assistants, who have been 
importuned by opponents of the ef- 
ficiency department to raise a legal 
objection to its adoption, have re- 
fused flatly to accept: responsibility 
for turning it down and the opinion 
was expressed yesterday that the 
change will give the city of Los An- 
geles the best system of municipal 
accounting of any city in the United 
States.
